"in'g. England dare not oppose us in this. 
'We know our rifihta, and will maintain 
'them at whatever coat. I do not infer that 
'Canada desirea a tilt with tlio United 
iSt^tea, on the oontrary, the intorests of 
'the two c.uuntries are ao cloaely allied that 
lit is to uur iuturest to bo on thu luoat 
'(friendly torma. I do not think there is 
.-anytbini; in the preaent situation to give 
<oause to aerioua apprehonaion and I bu- 
ilieve the whole mutter will be idjuatod

The Winnipeg Sun gives tho foUow- 
itig account of tho row in tho local 
legi.slature between I^Ir.

Sir Josepli Poaao haa not inuijlly styled 
tliu champion "faddiai" of llio British 
commoiia. Only hitisly ho wuxod elcquont 
over tht' 'jpium traffic i.if Iiuiiii with China; 
he ia even now deeply iiumorsud in a 
Sunday Closing bill; lio ia stronuously 
endeavoring to bring abuut compulsory 
vaccinatiin and, forgeifal uf the defeat of 
a flimilar motion he made in 1878, or 
perhaps, hopeful tJiat a radical change of 
public opinion had taken place he moved 
inthohouau of commons, three weeks 
uj»o, that the abolition of capital punish - 
ment was der.irable. Tho motion was lost 
by a large majority. In alluding to the 
debate the London Bpootator remarks: 
"The division Sir Joseph Pease's pro- 
posal to abolish tho penalty of death ia 
aatiafactory, as allowing that in this par- 
ticular, at, all events, the now houee of 
comraaiis ia not disposed to try rash ox- 
perinionts. It cannot be said that Sir 
Joseph Peiise offered the house any great 
induoement-to embark on his doubtful 
venture. His statistics may have been 
indiaputablo, but certainly tlioy wore not 
undisputed. Or, rather, to put it quite 
accurately, they were mot by other statis- 
tics which pointed to the oppositu con- 
clusion. If in Belgium and tho Nether- 
lands no incroaae of murders has followed 
' upon tho disuse of capital panishmeut, 
a very great increase has followed upon a 
Bimilar step in Switzerland and Wurtem- 
berf;. The former Cijuntry, indeed, has 
returned upon itself, and capital puniali- 
mont is once more lawful. Moreover, a 
part of Sir Joseph Pease's speech would 
have been more in place if it had been 
made in support uf Mr. Howard Vincent's 
ainendmont. The blundering executions 
of which so much haa lately been hoard 
reflect great discredit on the present hap- 
hazard method of appointing executioners, 
but thoy have no bearing on the question 
■whether n murderer ought to be hanged 
or imprisoned for life, Tlie number 
of applications show tliat tlie dislike 
generally felt towards tlm otlico is very 
far from being universal; and wherever 
tlioro is competition, it ought not to bo 
impossible to Gnd a competent man fur 
the post. So, too, it is quite true that 
the existing definition of murder ia too 
wide. Now that certain claaaeo of mur- 
dorora are never executed, wh:U ia the uao 
of passing sentence of death on them ( 
The end tlie legislator should keep before 
him in the allotiu&nt of punishment to 
crime will be attained in proportion to 
the certainty nith. nrhlch the one ia seen 
to follow upon •hjj other. Tho difficulty 
f)f drawing; ■\ line bniv^ooii raurdera and 
murders may be grout, but wo refuse to 
believe that it ia insuperable. Judges and 
crown counsel vie with onu another in im- 
plorinf,' juries not to find a priaoner guilty 
of murder unless the evidence is irresisti- 
ble; and if occasionally a verdict is open 
to question, tho heme secretary is certain 
to advise a reprieve. Tho impression 
that innocent men nre hanged rests, we 
fancy, on tho faut that men who have 
been sentenced to death and reprieved are 
soraetimea proved to be innocent. There 
are two reasons for retaining capital pun- 
{.shmont which hiivo lost '.:-'iio of their 
force. It is a coiiiinon iiiul, on the whole, 
valid argument for limiting the penalty of 
death to murder, tliut if you ir.fliot it for 
any other crime, however heinous, there 
vill be a sirong temptation to add murder 
to that other crime in order to get rid of 
a witness. The abolition of capital pun- 
ishment would have precisely tho saino 
result. It would be directly to tha inter- 
est of a burglar to put to death a man who 
tried to defend his property, because to do 
flo wouldsubjeothim to no greater penalty, 
while by making identification difficult it 
would make conviction iraprobat)le. There 
are many cases in which the commission of 
acrime wouldbe rendered easier by killing 
someone; and to all appearance, what 
mainly deters tho criminal from thus 
doubling his guilt is his knowledge that 
in doing so he will much more than double 
his puiiialiniont. Death is something dif- 
ferent in kind from perpetual impriso.". 
niont, and though ho ia ready to risk tho 
one, ho is not ready to risk tho other. 
Q'he whole force of this motive would dis- 
appear if he could double his guilt and 
yet leave his punishment what it was. 
The second of Ihcsu still valid roasona is 
that tho abolition of capital punishment 
would bo a virtual gift of impunity to pris- 
oners already under sentence of imprison- 
ment for life. Whatever thoy may do, 
nothing worse can befall them than haa 
befallen them already. It would bo ab- 
surd to allot a lij^htor punishment to a 
Bccond murder than has already bsen al- 
lotted to a first — to put a man on bread 
und water a week for killing a prison 
warder, when ho has boon aontenoed to a 
penal servitude for life for killing hia 
wornt enemy. Yet tho law would forbid 
the infliction of the only greater punish- 
ment, and, from tho nature of the case, 
tho original puniahmont cannot bo repeat- 
ed. There is no way that we can see out 
of this dilemma; consequently, the one 
thing to be done ia to rbtain capital pun- 
ishment, At least, if we let it go, wo shall 
have greatly to increase our priaoii staff, 
to instruct tho men composing it to be on 
tho watch for the first sign of disturbance, 
and then to ahuut freely by way of pre- 
vention, since wo must not hung by way 
penalty. One of tho speakura in the 
recent debate pleaded not for the life of u 
murderer, but for hia less painful death. 
"There are other modes of takioj; life bo- 
sidea the barbiiroua way of hanging a man 
by tho neck until ho ia dead." In this, 
no doubt, Mr. Cooke is right. The range 
of choice is no longer limited to the axe, 
tho cord, tho muskot, and tho guillotino; 
a maak charged with prussio acid, a jjlass 
of pleasantly flavored liquor, a hermetic- 
ally sealed chamber, would deprive death, 
if not of its torrurs, at all events of its 
suffering. Tho murderer would be bettor 
off in this respect than the majority uf 
his fellow -men. There is physical agony 
— at times very great physical agony — at- 
tending upon tlioir deaths; there would 
be none at all attending upon his. Wo 
agree with Mr. Oooko that when tho law 
ia taking life it ought not tu take it with 
unnecessary pain; but we do not see that 
wo are bound to call in the help of science 
to make the death of a murderer leas 
painful than it would probably have been 
if ho had never boon guilty of murder. 
There is no reason, however, to believe 
that hanging is more painful than any of 
the more ordinary forma of death. It 
might bo long beforo tho rolativea of a 
man vjho had been killed by poison felt aa 
much disgraced as they would had he been 
hanged, Moreover, frequent repetition 
has made this form of death sufliciently 
familiar to take hold of the popular imag- 
ination,'^ 'Men who are tempted to mur- 
der can call up before their mental vision 
all tho circumstances of the gallows; and 
where tho imagination io sluggiali, this is 
in itself ti considoraV.lo adrantage. 



TUB' JblSTNtEGRA TEJ)' OPPOSI- 
TION. 

The disorganized condition of the Six 
Party has been already commented upon. 
That there ia an open revolt against their 
leader ia painfully evident. The Cariboo 
opposition seem to have bolted altogether 
from the ranks, and call loudly for a now 
leader, naming him, in fact. Next, there 
ia tho Guardian, which implored Judge 
Walkcm to load the opposition out of the 
wilderness, and the Times, eagerly, copy- 
ing the appeal and tacitly serenading it. 
Then we have the sub-loader of the oppo 
siton— Mr. (iiilbraith—aignifying hia in- 
tention of retiring from politics. Then 
there ia Mr. flrant, who has been halting 
botween two opinions for mau^ iveoks, 
and htiS at last resolved to try 
hia iuck at Caasiar, where he 
has very little, if any, chance 
of being returned, and, lastly, tho leader 
of the opposition hesitates to announce 
hiK candidature. A small band of the 
r>-ink and file are roaming about tho city 
whistling to keep up their courage which 
is fast oo/.ing, like Bub Acres', out of the 
tips of. their fingers.

GLADSTONI^ 

Aaiiounces flie (|neeM*s Consent 
to Dissolutlou. 

'I'lie ]luiru!tt Uiuts — Ui'upliie 
l>L>Sf:ripiiuu oi'tlic FiKiit—- 
Eis:2tt More Victims. 

C'onii>lnlnts tlia't the Police Pre- 
cipitated the Conflict-— 
C^uict Restored. 

IRELAND, 
BuLVASX, June 10, — People here have 
been wrought to a state of great excite- 
ment by the riotous demonstrations of 

the Orangemen during tho past two days. 
All work haa stopped, tho stores and 
many residences are closed and barricad- 
ed. Mobs are in every street, prepared 
for further deeda of violence. Tho Or- 
angemen are greatly inceusod at the con- 
stabulary for firing upon them, and 
threaten to sack the barracks. Detaoh- 
menta of soldiers and police from Dublin 
and other cities are being forwarded to 
liolfast to assist the authorities in re- 
storing order. At midnight a mob of 
Orangonion raided a public house kept by 
a Catholic named O'Uare and after sack- 
ing it sot it on fire. 

The police charged the rioters a dozen 
times without bayonets, but each time 
wore furcad to take rcfuga in tho barracka 
whore thoy fired upon the mob from the 
second story windowa. The mob, how- 
ever, hold their ground twenty miiiutoa 
longer although tho Qriiig was heavy and 
incessant. Scores of rioters were wound- 
ed. It is known positively that six men 
and two women wnro killed. A great 
many wounded persons were carried away 
by their friends, and whether their injur- 
ies were fatal is not known. Twenty 
rioters, who received bullet wounds, are 
lying in one infirmary, and a large num- 
ber of Orangemen who took part in the 
riots to day. The inquest on_ the bodies 
of those killed will be opened this after- 
noon. 

Four of the rioters, who were wounded 
by the police in yesterday's riots, died to- 
day. Four other are dying, The Orango- 
mon are making large purchases of arms, 
and are declaring they will have revenge 
on the police. At a meeting of f^rotea- 
tants, living on Shank Hill road, reaolu- 
tijns denouncing tho action of the police 
from outlying diptricts coining to Belfast 
and attacking peaceful citizens, were 
adopted, and demanding their withdrawal, 
Tho number of policomenpn duty in Bel- 
fast this afternoon, at 3 o'clock, was 
1,300. A number of troops from Nowry 
have also arrived tu assist tho police in 
maintaining order. The magistrate has 
ordered that all taverns in the city bo 
closed to-night. No mobs are to bo 
allowed to congregate in tho streets. 

The city was comparatively quiet this 
forenoon. Several hundred extra police- 
men are now in town. Sis hundred loyal- 
ists drilled near tho city of Armagh lait 
night. An eyewitness of the riots on 
Wednesday gives tho following description 
of the scones: Tho following was the at- 
tack on Bowers' Hill police station : Men 
armed with pokers, pried up the paving 
stones and broke them into suitable sizes 
for tho use of tho rioters, when thoy ran 
abort of niissiluu. Women and young 
girls desperately ontroated the men to 
continue fighting whenever they flagged, 
olferiug them promises of fresh stones, and 
when entreaty failed the woinon and girls 
drove the men on by savage threats. The 
police station is a moderate sized dwelling 
houao. When tho mob attacked the 
building tho police responded with a vol- 
ley. They fired from the doorway, but 
she rioters soon drove tho ollicera in and 
thoy retreated up stairs and then main- 
tained the fight on their aide by shooting 
from the windows of the bedroom on the 
lecond flour. They held their position 
half an hour, during which the battle was 
hot and savage on both aidiis, when thoy 
wore reinforced by tho arrival of seventy 
fresh ofiicera. The increased energy of 
the police warfare served but to 
aggravate the mob and they becaino 
ferocious. They were maddened by 
the sight of thoir comrades shot down, 
writhing and howling with iif^ony in tliu 
Btrocts, 1 have ainco heard old olVicorB sny 
they never knew a mob show greater vi- 
ciousncHs, violonco, pluck and detorminn- 
tion. Despite tbeir desperation tho rioters 
hurled thoir missiles with regularity and 
precision, as if they had been drilled in the 
rtcience of throwing. When the men in 
front had exhausted their ammunition thoy 
would retire to get fresh arms from the 
women, and thus make way for their com- 
rades with now supplies. Some of the 
stone throwin[i was ijuitu estraordiuary. 
Tho bettor armed of tho rioters carried 
what wo call hero "Bolfnat kiihioyH." Thoao 
iiro Htone.s about 5% inches long, 3^ icch- 
ea broad and weigh on au average about 1 '-i 
pounda. There wore many boys among 
tho rioters and thoy were as deilpeiate and 
plucky as the men. Tho battle at the sta- 
tion ceased when 2,000 soldiers came to the 
aid of tho police. 'Tho soldiers were from 
the Iligblaiulora and Fusiliers, and they 
soon drovo thu mob away. The people liv- 
ing in the noigliborliood svheio tho rioting 
began say it was caused by tho police, un- 
der a iniatakon impression, molesting 
and cudgelling some orderly workintui 
leaving a foundry. Acconling to this 
story tho- populaoo got angry a' 
tho police's cruel and unjustifiable con- 
duct, and attempted to make them desist 
when a conflict was imminent. The story 
goes that the mob offered to behave if tho 
police were wiihdrawn, but not ntherwiso. 
Tho people at Shank Hill road meeting 
to day attacked the police. The militia 
wore summoned and the crowd was dis- 
persed. It ia now stated that the meeting 
waa aummonod to denounce the police, 
and alao oil other persona for attacking 
houses and property and psaceable peo- 
ple, and to urge on tho citizens 
their duty to bring the diaturbors of 
tho peace to justice, irrespective of 
oreod or party. Tho mooting appointed 
a deputation to aak the mayor of Belfast 
for namdf of the officers in charge of the 
Shankhill police barracka yealortlay ovon- 
ing at 6 p, m. Out of town tho police 
have been withdrawn' from the streets of 
the city in consequence of the hostility 
manifested towards them by the Orange- 
men. Soldiers have been told oft' to take 
tho places of these oflSoers and to aasist 
the city police in case. they should need 
help to-night. 

The funeral of Thomas Gallagher, tho 
Orangeman who was shot and killed dur- 
ing the riot at Lurgon on Tuesday, cook 
place to-day. The funeral prooesaiQa was 
protected by 100 aoldioi's and 100 police- 
men. A mob of Catholics jeered the 
mournersnnd threatened to atop the hearse 
but tu* police held tbem in ohook. Politi- 



cal excitement ia leading to dangerous quar- 
rels omoug the wom«u at the factories at 
liUrgan. At ono factory the Protestant 
women havo struck, dumaudiug tho dis- 
missal of Catholics. Tae rioting was re- 
newed to-night. £.:An iiiforiated' mob held 
poHStisaiou of the streeta -aai wrecked and 
pillaged taverns. The police wore com- 
pelled to tire buckshot into the crowd. So 
far aa knowu none ware fatally injured. 
Mauj- of tho police were injured by etoues. 
Tho appeals of the clergy to the rioters to 
disperse ware futile. Eventually troops 
cleared the streeta. " - : " ; • 
ENGLAND. 
LoNiioN, .funo 10. — Gladstone has beau 
buay during must of tho forenoon, hold- 
ing CLiiiaultiitioiia with tho diffarent liber 
ala, while getting into shape for work 
necMsary fo; -•i coming election. 

In tlie commons this afternoon Glad- 
atone, who waa loudly choend on rising, 
said that in consequence of the rejection 
of tho home rule bill ho had advi.sod the 
Queon to dissolve parliament without de- 
lay. Her Jlajeaty 'had graciously as- 
aoiitod to this, and ho would, therefore, 
ask the houao to wind-up the business of 
the session at the quickest practicable 
moment. The premier's statement was 
received with cheers. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, conservative, 
moved the adjournment of the house. 
Supporting his motion he said that on ac- 
count of tho remarkable omisaion by tho 
premier of the date for dissolution it ra - 
mained unfixed and urged that parliamont 
be dissolved as soon as possible. There 
was nothing, ho added, to satisfy the opj 
position butun asauranco that diaaolulion 
would take place at aa early u date as poa- 
aiblu and a now parliament meet without 
delay, Mr. Gladstone replied that he was 
unable poaitively to inform the house of 
the date parliamont would be dissolved, 
but that it doubtless would beforo the 
ond of thu present month. Respecting 
the guvL-rnniunt of Ireland the premier 
said ho thought tho atate of affairs in that 
country waa such that a new parliament 
ought to meet aa early as possible. The 
country ought not to remain in uncer- 
tainty after tho election regarding the 
policy to bo pursued respecting Ireland, 
Sir ]\Iichael declared Mr, Gladstone's 
statement was aatiafactory "tid he with- 
drew hia motion.

The gold cup race, about 2^ 
miles, was won by Baron Da Herschs 
Altti()r;>; Dougl»a.i F>,,;.'rd a Bird of Free- 
dom aeuondiO iUiit Mutiyadi's Buzzo third. 
Althorp won by two lengths, with Buzzo 
H poor third. 

Earl Kimburly, secretary of state for 
India, announced in the house of lords 
this afternoon that the government 
had decided to ' dissolve parliament 
and tho Queen has sanctioned 
a cliaanlution. He added that tho gov- 
ernment would tnko steps immodintoly to 
conclude the atl'aira of tho present parlia- 
ment with all possible dispatch with the 
view of otl'ucting the election of a new 
house of commons as early as possible. 

Earl Carnarvon madea statement respect- 
ing lli<) ahargo of Mr, Paruoll laat Mon- 
day, that tiio conservative party pur- 
chased the Irish lupport in the last elec- 
tion by a promise made through a cabinet 
minister that thoy would in return intro- 
ducu a home rule bill, whioh iti addition 
to <;tlior features, would confer on 
Ireland the right to control her own 
tariff and police. Lord Carnarvon said 
that when ho was lurd-lioutenaut of Ire 
land undor tho marquis of Salisbury's gov- 
ernment, ho received from Mr. Paruell a 
request to be allowed an interview, "ai 
Mr. Parnell was the elected head of tho 
Iriah party," continuod tho Earl, "I act- 
ed on ray peraoiiul reaponsibiliiy and con- 
aultod with. him. The aonversatioii wfs 
private. I never communicated it to any 
member of tho cabinet. Mr. Parnell and 
I left the room as free as we had entered 
it. I desire to repudiate the statement 
that haa boon printed and circulated that 
I acted on that occasion in the capacity 
of n member of the government." 

GERMANY. 
Munich, ,luno 10. — i'hyaiciana ap- 
pointed to examine into the mental con- 
dition of King Ludwig havo reported hia 
uialiidy iocapacitatus him from governing 
properly. In coii3e(iuenco of this Prince 
Luitpold, uucie to the king, haa issued a 
proclamation, countersigned by tho min- 
ister, in which he assumes the regency, 
nud summons tho Bavarian diet to meet 
on the loth inat. Count Kulaioin 
waa inatructcd by the ministry tu wait 
upon the king and ask him to authorize 
the appoiiitinont of a regency council. 
When ho entered the caatle of Hohen- 
actiwangan, thu king also gave orders that 
a guard of general arms bo placed around 
tho castlo. An order by tho regent to re- 
lease Count Holatoin and to surrender the 
castle to the state commiaaiou is hourly 
expected.

VrRQiNiA City, Nev., June 10. — An- 
th(jny Fox, a member of the legislature 

and a reaident of tho state since 1850, 
waa instantly killed by being caught in a 
fly wheel of machinery at Combination 
shaft, whci-e he was employed as watch- 
man. The body waa dreadfully mangled. 

San FnANOisoo, Gal., .Tune 10. — The 
Call this morning prints the Btatement of 
a riisident of the Sandwich Islands, in 
which thivt gentleman says tho native 
logislatur'is have formulated a gigantic 
scheme to dispose of tho islands. A bill 
was recently introduced by the govurn- 
ment to authorize tho procurement of a 
loan of §200,000, It is" understood the 
bill will be amended making the amount 
five times aj Inr^e, Mr, Hoffman now 
in tho islands acting as an immigration 
agent, has given tlio king assurances that 
a syndicate of European capitalists nra 
willing and ,?,niiouH to furnish the money, 
Tho acceptance of tho loan would bo the 
virt ual sale of the islauds, as it could uever 
bo returned.

OrTAWA, June 2. — To day, on the Tote 
for military vorka and defenaei in Brit- 
ish Columbia of 825,000, Sir Adolphe Oa- 

ron explained that tha object waa to pro- 
vide oxtunaivo earthworks and other 
military defences, which would cost in all 
about §100,000 Tho Imperial govern- 
ment proposed to supply thu armament, 
guns, torpedoes, etc , which would cost 
from $126,000 to $IuO,000. Tha purpose 
which the Imperial government had in 
view was to make Victoria and Eaiiuiinalt 
tbo Imperial stations on the Pacific ocean. 
Tho contribution of Canada towards this 
great object would bo the defences ai al- 
ready stated, Ueaides this, it is propos- 
ed to eatabliah "C" baUory on tha same 
plan as "A" and "B" batteries, whose 
duty it will be to take charge of these 
joint contributions of the Imperial and 
Caaadian governments . It is also pro- 
Dosed to organize in an etfeotive manner 
the militia of British Columbia. The mili- 
tary defence will be at Victoria and Esqui- 
malt, at which latter port there is now be- 
ing conatruoted a uiagniGcout graving 
dock, towards which tho Iiuporial uovsm- 
meiit makes a largo contribution, tho 
sum of S250,0U0 being in tho Canadian 
estimates for the next Gsoal year, as an 
advance on account of the Imperial gov- 
ernment, to be repaid to Canada as the 
work pro5;:08aes. With the Canadian Pa- 
cifio completed and these important pub- 
lic works finished, Esquimalt will become 
one of the most important military sta- 
tions of tho Empire.

On the 3rd of April the collector of 
customs at this port seized n steam thresh- 
ing machine, aelf binding reaper and seed 
drill, imported by Mr. T. W. Calhoun.

Tho goods wore held subject to the deci- 
sion of thu niinister of customs.

It requires 
the importer to pay tho full amount of 
duty us datorrained by the collector, all 
expenses connected with tho seizure, uiid 
a fine of ^iOO, otherwise tho goods will 
be forfeited. Yesterday the collector 
seized at McLiren's brick yard, Port Ha- 
ney, a apati of horses l)ri'Uf;ht over from 
Washington territory without having paid 
duty. Wo understand that another eoiz- 
ure of considerable extent has been made 
at Mud Bay, but the ruling of tho minis- 
ter of customs in this case has not jot been 
received.

ConnoilToFXipaett, at tho council meet- 
ing on Wednesday niKht read an exhaus- 
tive paper on the water ayatem of tho 
city, which showed much thought and re- 
search. Indeed, wo cunaidor it worthy 
of more gonoral publicity than it has 
been given, and ao transfer it to our 
columns. It is as follows: 

Tha water-sheds of Elk and Boavor 
Ibkea, including tho arena of tha lakes, is 
2,G6f> acres. Thu annual rainfall averages 
27 inches, being in 1881, OT'.99"; in 1882, 
'27'.88"; in 1883, 27'.(j8", and in 1884, 
23'. 49." All available rainfall of uay 12 
inchea over an area of 2.GG5 acres would 
produce 732,358,760 'gallons, of which 
the greater part runs away. The area of 
Elk and Beaver lakes is G89 acres. One 
foot ill depth gives 160,^55,250 gallons. 
Allowing the population of Victoria to bo 
12,000, and taking tho consumption of 
water per head in other cities as u guide, 
viz.: London, 29; Glasgow, 19; New 
York, 72; Washington, 107; Philadelphia, 
49; Detroit, 72; Montreal, 65; Cincinnati, 
39; Chiongo, 70; Bufl'ulo, 50; Brooklyn, 
49, and Boston, CO, we Bud that tho aver- 
age la almost (30galloiie par head per day, 
which would make the daily oonauinptioii 
of water in Victoria 730,000 gallons, or 
202,800,000 sallous pat year. This would 
reduce the lakes almost two feet.. and the 
annual evaporation from the lakes being 
about 10", would make about o4' in nil. 

One 12" main will discharge, with a 
velocity of 2,972 feet per second, Slil.OOO 
gallons in IG hours, or 1,240,000 gallons 
in 24 hours, with a loss of head of 11, U<3 
feet par 1,000 foot. Ono 14" main will 
dischartro with a viilnnity of 3,10!) font 
per second, 1,200,000 gallons in IG hours, 
or 1,800,000 salloiu in 24 hdura, with a 
loss of head of 2,845 pur 1,000 foot. 

Ono 20 in. main will discharge with a 
velocity of 3,056 feet per second, 2,393,- 
333 gallons in 16 hours, or 3,590,000 gal-' 
Ions in 24 hours with a loss of head of 
1,731 feet per 1,000 feet, which would 
give enough water for a city of GO, 000 iii- 
habitauts, or for a year tho cuiisunipli ju 
would be 1,310,350,000 gallons, wK ch 
would exceed the rain fall of the year by 
577,991,2{>0 gallons, . provided that 
all the water from tho rain-fall could 
bo saved, and would reduce tha 
lakes, including evaporation, '.) feet, or in 
other worda would have nothing but 
muck and mud butween thu two lakes. 

From tho foregoing it will be readily 
soon that tho proaont 12 inch main will 
bo ample for almost twice the popnlntion 
provided the ratepayers adopt the reser- 
voir system.

The CSuessins^^ oiit of the Cuiie- 
iforiii Insci'iiitiou. 

Towards tlio end of the last ceutury, 
Professor Grotefetid, a German Orient 
alist of Hanover, aet to work to study 
these inscriptions. He began by just 
looking at- them, and guessing upon 
them. ITiebuhr had always guessed a 
little. The marks were in three eol- 
■ umns; so Niebulir guessed by differ- 
ences in the general appearance of the 
signs that they were in tliree (iifferent 
languages. Hp also guessed from the 
looks of the single atrokus of the signs, 
that these languages were all written 
from. left to right, as we write Eng- 
lish. And he guessed that the right 
hand column of the three, whose aicns 
were less oomplicrfted than tlie others, 
Nvas tlie simplest of tliQ throf; languages. 
All tlitise guesses were right. The in- 
scriptions ctimo from Persepolis, which 
wao built by the Achoiuienian kings of 
Persia, (who ruled from about 521 to 
331 B, (J.), and they were found in the 
upper parts of bas-reliefs, which seem- 
ed to represent a king or ruler of some 
kind. 1'yclisen and Muntor, two other 
KL-holars, with this set of Niebuhr's 
guesses to begin with, had already also 
guessed that a certain character sever- 
al times repeated in the right hand in- 
scriptions of two of these triple sots, 
might mean kiny, and that certain 
others found wiuh this might be the 
king's name. 

This WHS the point at which Grotp.- 
fend took up thu questioning. Ha took 
it for granted that the guesses so fur 
were right, viz, that probably the signs 
in qucHtion wore the names and titles 
of sonif of the Aclut nenian Psrsian 
kings. But wiiich^kings'i Here he hap- 
]K,'ned to think of sctnetiiing; he re 
inembered somo iasuriptions whose po- 
sition and general arrangement was 
somewhat analogous to those in hand 
— inscriptions in Pehlevi, a dialect of 
old Persian, already deci})hered, and 
known to In; of the Sassanian dy misty, 
a much later one. Ho translated tlio 
beginning of one of these; and he said, 
"Perhaps my supposed Achct-menid 
kings arranged the beginning of their 
inscriptions as my known Sassanid 
king did his. If so, my AcliaMiienid 
words in the first two lines, are thusi': 

"fSomotody], tlie great klnj,', the klnir of kinjpi. 
Son of Kliij: ISomel'SUj J, ot tlio tomlly of acIiik- 
menc;*." 

Then lie looked about for u fact to 
tit his guessing. "What two Ach.'.e- 
Mimid kings were father and son!" lie 
asked hiiiibi'lf. "C\ rus and Oainby.'iea 
were; but my two nauiea do not begin 
with the same sign, and therefore can 
not mean them. Cyrus and Artaxerxes 
were; ljut the sign which ought to 
mean Cyrua looks riUher too long in 
proportion, and that which would be 
Artaxerxes too short. Darius and Xer- 
xes were—that will do," and Grotefeud 
filled in his blanks, conjocturally, thus: 

''Xcr,\cs, the ^ru.-it kin(;, the kiri^: of kings, 
Son ot Ivinjr Uariud, ot the family at Achiuaicnts." 

And then Grotefend observed a detail 
which immensely strengthened bis con- 
viction that his guess was correct. It 
wns this. He had been working over 
two of the Tnscriptions, which came 
from near each other, and were pro 
bably, be thought, not unconnected. 
The two initial lines were similar in 
these two inscriptions, except for a 
variation, which was this: In one in- 
scription, the sign for king was with 
the name of the fathrer n.entioned; in 
the other no*; and the son of his non- 
royal father in one inscription was the 
royal father of the royal son in the 
other. Now tbi.s e.xactly suited his 
guess of Darius and Xerxes; for Xer- 
xes the) king was son of Darius the 
king, whereas Darius the king was the 
son of Hystaspes, who was not a king; 
and Grotefend now confidently vfrote 
down the dozen or so lotteru which he 
extracted frf"» bio lour names — Xer- 
xes, -Darius, Hystaspes, AchiL'inencs. 

The key to the cuneiform inscrip- 
tions was found; although Grotefend 
himself, in consequence of not kaow- 
ing enough about other Oriental lan- 
guages, never got much beyond this 
first st(!p. — F. B. Perkin$, in Jum 
Overland.

Like Gould he began 
life in poverty, he started as an office 
boy, develojped into a clerk, and finally 
blossomed out as a speculator.
